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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment filed 10/12/2007. 

2. Per Applicants' request, claims 1 , 6, 7 and 16 are amended; claims 3-5, 8- 
15 and 19-36 have been canceled; claims 37-42 are new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 16-18 and 37-42 are allowed. 

Reason For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 1,2,6, 7, 16-18 and 37-42 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specifications, the cited prior art taken alone or 
in combination fails to teach or suggest, in combination with other claimed 
limitations wherein emulating the original instruction comprises emulating a 
pushl instruction and wherein emulating the pushl instruction comprises: 
obtaining a stack pointer location, wherein the stack pointer location corresponds 
to a location in the stack frame; incrementing an instruction pointer to obtain an 
incremented instruction pointer; loading the incremented instruction pointer in the 
stack frame at one location before the stack pointer location; loading a code 
segment (CS) value stored one location after the stack pointer location into the 
stack pointer location; loading an EFAGS value stored two locations after the 
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stack pointer location into one location after the stack pointer; and loading a base 
pointer into two locations after the stack pointer location recited in claim 1 . 
Similar concepts are found in independent claims 37 and 40.
